Wind Blew a Gale, but in the 
Right Direction, and Town 
Was Saved. 



EVANSVILLE FIREMEN GAME OVER 

A Wind From the West Would 
Have Gutted the Business 
Portion. 



Madisonvilie uarrowjy escaped 
destruction by fire early Tuesday 
night during a high wind, the di- 
rection and velocity of which for- 
tunately carried the flames and 
the scattering sparks away from 
the business portion. 

The firo was first seen to ap- 
pear in the old tobacco factory 
just east of the old Exchange ho- 
tel on Gross Main street west of 
tho railroad. This old frame fire 
trap was surrounded by a num- 
ber of smaller frame houses aud 
the fire spread very rapidly lick- 
ing up everything iu its track 
with startling energy. 

The heavens, overcast with 
clouds, lighted up with ■ mag- 
nificent torch of distress for miles 
around and signalled to thous- 
ands of people in neighboring 
towns and country the impending 
disaster. Many persons went from 
Earlington and the other towns 
to the distressed county teat and 
the highways were alive with fly; 
ing vehicles, all bearing sympa- 
thetic and willing 
lend a hood if f.li 



The local railroad officials, Man 
teroftreia* Devney and Chief 
Dispatcher Sheridan ran 
switch engine hurriedly over to 
Madisonvilie, going themselves 
to see the situation and and ren- 
any assistance possible. 

A call was made en the Evans- 
ville tire department, which met 
with a ready response and the L. 
& N. officials hurried the volun- 
teer detachment over to Madi 
sonville by special train. The 
firemen reached Madisonvilie 
sometime utter the lire had spent 
itself, but the wind having 
changed, the firemen did valua- 
ble service in extinguishing the 
smouldering debris. 

The tire was confined to the 
block west of the main line of 
the h. & N. railroad and uorth ol 
Cross Main street. The brick 
block of business houses escaped, 
except that tho building of Old 
ham's grocery was considerably 
damaged aud his stock damaged 
by being removed from the 
threatened building. There are 
seven business houses in this 
brick block, including the livery 
stable of W. A. Niabet. 

The wind blew directly from 
the south with great force, the 
flames were swept swiftly through 
the frame houses abutting on the 
west of Oldham's grocery and 
borne on by before the latter 
building could get beyond con- 
trol. 

Besides the brick business 
houses everything else in that 
block was burned except the big 
frame Tabernacle and a cottage 
just south of the Tabernacle 
fronting on Seminary street. 

The night of the fire the loss 



gatiou shows that it is not so 
great as at first supposed. I J 
haps $50,000 will cover tho firo 
loss, to which may be added the 
various small damage to house- 
hold goods moved out for fear 
many dwellings might burn. The 
insurance carried amounted 
$20,900 on the property destroyed 
and damaged in the burned 
block.

Tho first station agent of the 
Chicago <fc Northwestern Railway 
to take advantage of the pension 
system recently adopted by that 
company is George F. Brigham, 
agral :it Sharon, Wis. Mr. Brig- 
ham had been agent at that point 
continuously for thirty-five years 
on March 10, the date of his re- 
tirement. Mr. Brigham ranks 
among the oldest railroad men 
and telegraphers in the country, 
having learned telegraphy, and 
was employed by what is now the 
Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany, at Dun.. irk, N. Y., in 1843. 
At that time Dunkirk was the 
terminus of the New York & 
Erie Railway, wbicB wastheonly 
iailroad/fTetween New York and 
the West. Shortly after that 
time he was telegraph operator 
in the office of the superintend- 
ent of the Erie road, where the 
system of moving trains by tele- 
graph was first adopted, and he 
bears the distinction of being t he 
first man to dispatch a train by 
telegraph, having sent the first 
"train order." The sys

Shift Timbering m Swelling Ground. 

In Mines and Mineral, of 
Scranton, Pa., for March, a cor- 
respondent from Spring Valley, 
111., writes; 

My method of securing a shaft 
that is sunk through ground that 
swells i« to use round timber, oak 
or hard pine, S to 10 inches in 
diameter for cribbing. Leave 2 
to 8 inches he* weea sets by plat- 
ing a 2 or a inch cleat on eacli 
corner of each set, and one be- 
hind the wall plates and guides. 
Spike the cleats fast to the sets ; 
this keeps the sets a uniforu 
distance apart and prevents sag- 
ging. The round backs of the 
timber will direct the ground as 
it swells towards the openings 
be t ween the sets whore the extra 
pressure due to its swelling will 
readily force it through and it 
will be carried to the shaft bot- 
tom either with the cage or by 
crumbling of itself. If a set of 
timber shows signs of strain at 
any time it can be relieved by 
going around the openings next 
to it with a pick and cutting out 
the dirt. By this method very 
little swelling of tho ground will 
be noticed as it has perfect drain- 
age from the first and no watei 
is retained behind the timber, 
If the lagging behind slope tim- 
bers be treated the same way the 
timber will be greatly relieved 
of the pressure due to the expan- 
sion and swelling of the grouud.

Kven a cursory' examination of 
-'almost any mine inspection re- 
port cannot fail to impress 
with the largo number of i 
<detft* occurring from fall of roof 
and coal. Of this class of acci- 
dents fully 90 per cent occur in 
close proximity to the working 
face. This is the portion of the 
mine that is more particularly 
under the charge of the miner 
and for which lie is responsible 
in a large measure. It is truo 
that it is the duty of the mine 
foreman or pit bos? to see that 
each working plitco is maintained 
in a safe condition, but with tho 
supply of needed timber r.ad 
few hurried instructions to the 
miner the responsibility of the 
mine foreman ends and the work 
of setting timber at the face d< 
volves upou the miner himself. 

Many a miner has lost his life 
through the neglect to perforin 
this work promptly. Familiarity 
with the dangers of minin- does 
not tend to make the miner a 
competent judge as to whether 
the setting of a few post6 is an 
immediate necessity or whether 
it may not he delayed until he 
!!i a* loaded out the coal of the 
nigat heforc.

1. We owe Christ for spiritual riches. 

"For ye know the grace 
St our Lord Jesus Christ, tliat, tbongb 
He wns rich, yet for your sakes He 
became i«x>r that ye through His pov- 
urty might Iiecome rich." Christ gave 
up heavenly riches for earthly poverty
